POLITICAL PROFITEERING 


There was political profiteering going on dur- 
ing the war, as well as commercial profiteering 
and if there is any diference in the crimes we 
should say the former is the worse, though Lord 
knows both deserve court marshal and firing 
squad, 

In ordinary times one can understand graft 
and robbery, and lay it to human selfishness 
and dishonesty, but one would naturally think 
that ordinary patriotism would prevent dishon- 
esty, in times when human life is the price of it. 
All grafters, either commercial or _ political, 
should be weeded out and punished severely, 
and if they are not then the natural conclusion 
that is arrived at is that the government of- 
ficials and agents are as deep in the mud as 
others are in the mire. And such is generally 
the case, for graft and. dishonesty could not long 
jJrevail without, the conniyance of those whose 
duty it is to prevent it. 


PROGRESS AND PIFFLE 


A bucolic exchange, which has more time to 
juggle figures ‘than real horse sense, says: 
“During year just ending 6,380,000,000 


nickels were spent in this country at the moving; 


picture, shows, or $319,000,000. This vast sum’ 
would have purchased 300,000 homes for people 
in  ofdinary circumstances, or nearly 80,000 
good-sized farms.” 

Well, there is nothing to prevent those nickels 
being invested in farms now. They haven’t 
been destroyed by being spent: The ownership 
has changd that is all. Of course the first 
owners of the nickels might not have bought 
show tickets, had they preferred bucolic pur- 
suits to urban excitements. That was for them 
to choose and the moving picture impresdarios 
can now buy farms, ff they ‘so desire—and 
have not otherwise spent the money. We pub~ 
licists grumble a good deal over modern ex- 
travagance, but we ourselves are not shining 
examples of ascetic living. How many of us 
political or social economists would be willing 
for the moving picture shows to be abolished 
in order that we might not be tempted to tm- 
vest an occegional dime in pictorial drama? 
How many Hi be willing for telephones to) be 
eliminated in fordey that we might not havé to 
pay for telempony? How many would demolish 
the dynamoes and snuff out the electric lights 
in order that we migh. remain in darkness and 
owe nothing at the end of the month for kilo- 
watts? Who would blow out the gas and go 
back to pineknotted light and heat? The tele- 
phone, electric, gaa and water bills of the aver- 
age city family would support in fair circum- 
stances a couple of poor children, yet, much as 
we praise philanthropy, none of us would be 
willing to forego these domestic conveniences in 
order to maintain a miniature orphanage.
